It is ac­ 
cordingly unwise to give much more 
new< on the departure of the Fourth 
than that contained above and the ad­ 
ditional fact that a ram p in one of the 
C arolinas is their destination. 
General camp rumors, 
which also 
to carry with them much weight, 
tell that the Seventh Regiment will be 
moved within tw'o weeks to the same 
camp as the Fourth. 
O ther m o m e n ts 
w'ill la* withdrawn from time to time 
until only one regiment or one b a tta ­ 
lion is left here to take care of the 
property. 
The purchase of numerous 
supplies within the past few days indi­ 
cates 
that, for 
some time to 
come, 
there will be bod ic* of soldiers here. 
The presence in camp for some days

Fngineera has given rise 
to

speculation. 
One of the

told that they had come to lay out a 
m iniature battlefield patterned after 
that now holding the center of the war 
theatre on the W estern Front. 
This is 
not generally believed 
Men, who are more or less in position 
to know, declare that their presence 
is for the purpose of looking over the 
proposition of 
extending w ater and 
sewer line* next spring, with the pos­ 
sibility of the erection of semi-per­ 
manent 
barracks early in the 
year.

Camp to accommodate 25,000 men is 
strongly hinted.

Tho first steam boats on the G rett 
Lakes were launched IQI years ago on 
I.ake Ontario. 
Two craft operated In 


chih were constructed In 1810 on th* 
chores of the latter lake, one belue 
the Ontario, built at Sarketts Harbor, 
N. Y„ and the other the Frontenac, 
which was launched at Eruesfown, 
Calinda, on September 7, 1810. 
The 
Frontenac was one of the finest steam 
boats afloat at that time. It cost $75.- 
OOO, and was of 700-tons burden. It* 
length of deck being 170 feet. 
The 
Fronter ac was placed in operation IOC 
years ago, making three round trips 
each month from Kingston to York and 
Niagara, 
ra p t. Jam es McKenzie, who 
had had experience In the British navy, 
was placed in command. 
The Fron­ 
tenac was in service on Lake Ontario 
for ten years, aDd soon had several 
rivals for the lake trade. 
A fare of $15 was charged 
from 
Kingston to Niagara for first-class pas­ 
sengers, but deck passengers were car­ 
ried for $3.75 a head. The f re.ght rate 
was “4 shillings per barre! bulk.” 
T he first steamship on Lake Erie 
was the Wslk-ln-the-Water, which wss 
launct od at Black Rock, near Buffalo,

When the new Red Fro** was or 
faulted in 190ft the principle was 
Adopted at once that not only trained 
Burses but nurses of character and 
experience vouched for by recognized 
hospital* could be enrolled in the nurs­ 
ing service.

Camomile, we call it dog fen­ 
nel, was brewed into a tea aa well, auf 
was used as a toulc and blood purifier 
Jimsonweed, a corruption of James 
town weed, wus valued by the settler* 
of that early village as a narcotic, aud 
Is still so used, for that matter. Self­ 
heal, the little close-growing purple- 
flowered pest of our lawns, was used 
to relieve sufferers with quinsy and 
(*ther throat afflictions. This plant be­ 
longs to the miut family, and most of 
the mints were of use medicinally. 
Pennyroyal, spearmint, Oswego tea, 
bergamot, 
catnip 
and 
motber-wort 
were all of value to the simpler of a 
century or more ago.
